> In these Gays when ‘the maxim: 
um of production is required for 
the suecessful prosecution of the 
war, it tay be useful to review 
the important conclusions that 
have been reached at the Domin- 
ion Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head, from the experiments con- 
ducted towards the increase and 
mainteriance of soil fertility 

In conducting these experim- 
ents a three-year rotation has 
been, followed throughout, _yi8., 
summerfallow .and two suctéess- 
ive years of cropping either wheat 
following wheat or wheat follow- 
ed by either oats or barley. 

The conclusions taken on an av-- 
erage of Seven years have shown 
that not only has the yield been 
materially increased by the ap- 
plieation of barnyard manure but
